It was ‘“‘try out’’ day yesterday for 
the Gamewell Company, which is in- 
stalling the fire alarm and police 
alarm boxes througheut the city. 
One thing which the blowing of the 
whistles and horns, and the ringing 
of the bells and the flashing of 
lights, disclosed was that a whistle 
with a much shriller blast will have 
to be installed at the Santa Fe 
yards. 

The whistle, now there, was tried 
out again and although many were 
aware of what was being done, there 
were others who became alarmed, 
and one woman even believed a tug- 
boat was sinking in the bay, and 
rang up to notify the authorities. The 
new whistle will probably be put on 
the coming week. 

Another thing of vital interest to 
the public and the police was the 
manner in which the flash lights and 
police boxes worked. There are twen- 
ty-five police boxes and ten flash- 
lights. These are red lights which 
shine in different portions of the 
town at night and notify the officers 
hey are wanted at the police 
tion.

One Chance in Thousand 
For His Life--Help Him 


Sixty dollars ‘is the sum which 
will bring back health to an 11-year- 
old boy and happiness to a broken- 
hearted family. Sixty dollars, hardly 
enough to make wrinkles adorn any 
brow, ‘has brought more Misery and 
suffering to the family of Barney 
Hottenger, in San Pablo, than it has 
ever known before. 

While a broken-hearted mother 
and father sit silently weeping in the 
San Pablo cottage, the 11-year-old 
son, Clifford, lies upon a cot in the 
Craven Hospital, waiting for the ap- 
plicance of the surgeon’s knofe to- 
day which may end his life, but 
which femoves one of the limbs, he 
had banked on to“let him make His 
way in the world. 

It is a sad story which must be 
unfolded to explain why Clifford is 
at the hospital. Some time ago the 
boy did just what we all did when 
kids. He built him a pair of stilts 
and started forth with a crowd of 


young friends to try them out. 

He stumbled and fell and when 
his young companions picked him up 
his left limb refused to budge. 
Startled, the boys took him to his 
home. Then a physician was sum- 
moneg. The boy went from bad to 
worse, until the doctor called in one 
of his brothers and they examined 
the Ifmb to find that tuberculosis had 
attacked the bone. 

An operation was necessary. 
There was the rub. The father faced 
the mother and four other children, 
but try as they could they were un- 
able to get the desired money. The 
boy gtew worse, an operation was 
perforined and a portion of the bone 
was removed. 

Then the lad sank into the pillow’ 
and rapidly waned. Now the limb 
must be removed. It will cost $60. 
Hottenger is a cement worker, but 
has suffered adverses, though he has 
sought work daily.
